“EQUALIZATION _ 
BOARD OPPOSES 


PROPOSITION 8. 


SACRAMENTO — The State 
Board of Equalization has gone 
on record as opposing 
Proposition 8 on the November 
ballot. 

This proposition seeks to 
permit exemption from property 
taxation any facility designed to 
control air, water, or noise 
pollution, including machinery 
and equipment installed to meet 
requirements of the law; and 
provides for the. state to 
compensate cities, counties, and 
special districts, including school 
districts, for any loss of property 
tax revenue sustained as a result 
of the exemption. 

John W. Lynch, board 
chairman from the Second 
district, stated, “Proposition 8 
would allow an unwarranted 
subsidy to industry. In effect, it 
would reward polluters with 
public moneys by making the 
public pay to clean up the 
industries’ mess. The ordinary 
taxpayer will be paying major 
polluters for what the industry is 
paid to do.” 

Previously, the board has 
taken a stand against using tax 
exemptions as an incentive to 
adoption of less pollutant 
practices. The Board’s position 
has been that the tax exemption 
mechanism is far less effective in 
bringing about environmental 
protection than is direct 
regulatory control. There is a 
hidden additional cost to the 
taxpayers in the fact that 
exemptions add costly 
administrative procedures to tax 
programs. Effort must be placed 
into verifying entitlement to 
exemptions and periodic review 
is required with resultant costly 
government auditing procedures. 


Nominations For 


Military Academies 

WASHINGTON D.C. — 
Congressman Bob Mathias has 
announced the opening of 
competition for congressional 
nominations to the U.S. Military 
Academies for the classes 
entering in 1973. 

He urged ‘‘all interested 
young men from the 18th 
Congressional district to make 
their formal application to him 
by letter no later than October 
10 


He said this year he will have 
an “opportunity to nominate 
boys to fill vacancies at West 
Point, Air Force, Navy and the 
Merchant Marine academies.” 

To be eligible for admission 
to one of the academies, a 
candidate must be a male citizen 
of the United States, unmarried, 
and at least 17 years of age but 
not more than 22 on July 1 of 
the year in which he enters the 
academy. 

Mathias noted that 
“‘scholarship, good health, 
leadership, and a desire for a 
military career are major factors 
in receiving a nomination and an 
appointment to one of the 
academies. 

“I make my nominations,” he 
said, “on the basis of past 
academic achievements, letters 
of recommendation and scores 
made on the Civil Service 
Designation Examination, which 


. is given in late October to all 


candidates to measure their 
general knowledge of high 
school English and mathematics. 
This special examination gives 
me an objective evaluation of 
the boys’ capabilities and every 
prospective nominee is required 
to take it.” 

The 18th District 
Congressman nominates 10 
young men for every vacancy he 
has at the different academies. 
He then authorizes the academy 
to administer tests, and physical 
and medical examinations to 
select the best qualified boy for 
admission.

SACRAMENTO — 
California’s September 1 
production estimate is placed at 
1,500,000 bales of upland 
cotton and 400 bales of 
American-Pima. The all-cotton 
production of 1,500,400 bales is 
40,000 bales above the August 1 
forecast. 

This year’s production is 
expected to be 34 percent above 
the 1,117,400 bales harvested in 
1971 and 29 percent above the 
1970 crop. 

Lint yield is placed at 824 
pounds per acre, compared to 
723 pounds per acre in 1971 and 
841 pounds per acre in 1970.

FRED REEDER, AT A "YOUNG 60" 
LOOKS AT THE CITRUS INDUSTRY 


PORTERVILLE — Fred 
Reeder, manager of the 
Porterville Citrus association, has 
been in the business of packing 
oranges for 45 years, and he’s 
having more fun all the time. 

*‘*Mechanization. and 
automation are completely 
revamping citrus packing, so 
now it’s a whole new ballgame 
from what it was 10 years ago,” 
says this enthusiastic industry 
veteran who describes himself as 
a “young “60.” 

Reeder and his board of 
directors stay closely attuned to 
the work done by M.V. Johnson, 
Jr., and his staff at the Sunkist 
research and 
development headquarters. 

Now completing its 73rd year 
of operation, the association’s 
packing house apparently rocked 
along for about 60 years with no 
important changes. A 
break-through came 14 years ago 
when Porterville Citrus became 
one of the first to switch from 
picking into bins instead of field 
boxes; the result--easier handling 
of fruit in the packing house and 
economies in operation. 

The next big step came eight 
years ago with Reeder’s arrival as 
manager. He merged his ideas 
with those of a forward-looking 
board of directors and in short 
order all new sweatrooms and 
cold storage rooms were built. 
This meant more efficiency in 
filling orders and permitted the 
picking and holding of fruit for 
better service to the buyers.

Then, a modern loading dock 
was built for long-range truck 
hauls. Now, the association can 
handle truck and rail loadings 
with equal facility and has 
storage space for 35,000 boxes 
of oranges. . 

Reeder is happy about the 
decision two years ago to buy a 
modem frost seperator. The 
FMC equipment was installed in 
the wash line and permitted 
handling an additional 130,000 
boxes of oranges in the heavy 
frost season of 1971-72-fruit 
which previously could not have 


been packed due to excessive 
frost damage. 

Reeder figures a big 
advantage of any Sunkist 
affiliate is the availability of 
packing improvements as they 
become available. 

“We are looking forward to 
modernizing our entire pack line 
with installation of the Sunkist 
automatic place-pack machines. 
In fact, we are in the process 
now of putting the basement of 
the packing house in shape to 
handle the equipment when the 
time comes.” 

After automatic packing, the 
next new wrinkle in the 
technology is likely to be 
electronic grading of fruit. 
Sunkist is testing such 
equipment now, and Reeder is 
thinking ahead as to how it will 
fit into the operations at 
Porterville Citrus. 

As the tempo of citrus 
technology picks up, Reeder is 
getting itchy to move ahead in 
other ways. With a 1971-72 pack 
of 460,000 boxes of Navels and 
Valencias, he wants to see the 
annual pack increased to one 
million boxes before he retires. 

Part of this growth will come 
from new acreage of present 
members. However, much of it is 
expected to derive from a 
hard-hitting membership 
solicitation campaign now being 
conducted by Reeder, the board 
of directors, and just plain 
growers. 

“This is one of the pluses of a 
successful cooperative,” Reeder 
believes. ‘‘An enthusiastic 
membership can be the best 
selling tool in obtaining new 
members. Naturally, as volume 
goes up costs come down, so it’s 
in everyone’s interest to work 
for expansion,” 

In the present season the 
Porterville Association has 
returned nearly a quarter of a 
million dollars to its 67 members 
in the form of packing savings 
and other refunds. “Not bad for 
a small house,” is Reeder’s 
comment. 

The manager is as 
conscientious in selling 
members’ fruit as he is in 
running an efficient shop. Each 
Fall he visits the association’s 
major markets in company with 
Sunkist sales personnel. Kansas
